COMMENTS 


CASH 

All receipts as recorded wete examined and cash for same was 
found to have been deposited in the bank currently, as summarized 
on Exhibit B, except for $21.72 shown on Schedule 4 as due from 


the Treasurer. 
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Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized war- 
rants, supported by invoices and payrolls on file, as summarized on 
Exhibits B and D. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank, as per detail shown 


on Schedule 1. 


TAXES — PROPERTY AND POLL 

The 1943 tax commitment was found to be in agreement with the 
Assessor’s records. The balance due from the Collector on this 
commitment is represented by unpaid taxes taken from the records 
as surmarized on Schedule 2, with supporting detail being shown 
on Schedule 2-a. The unpaid prior years’ taxes are also shown on 
Schedule 2 and 2-a. 


Payments recorded as received during the year on tax liens were 
found to have been applied against the proper items and those 
still remaining unpaid are summarized on Schedule 3, with support- 
ing detail being shown on Schedule 3-a. 


The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 84.7 per cent; 
while all taxes collected during 1943, both current and prior, 
amounted to 98.6 per cent, both as against the current commitment. 


Although not shown on the town books it would appear that 
the uncollected tax accounts are subject to some loss in final settle- 
ment. We have set up a reserve for collection in the amount of $500 
which may more properly set forth the actual value of the asset ac- 


counts.

TRUST FONDS 

The trust fund investments were examined and are shown in 
detail on Schedule 5. All interest was left on deposit; but the sav- 
ings books had not been presented at the bank for addition of in- 
terest earned during the year. 


NET SURPLUS 

Reference to Exhibit A indicates that at the close of the munici- 
pal year there was a net surplus in the amount of $5,374.81 as 
compared to a net surplus of $20.43 shown a year previous. This 
represents a beneficial change of $5,354.38 analysis of which is 
shown on Exhibit E of this report. The change represents the 
transactions in the current year, however, we have set up a reserve 
for tax collection in the amount of $500 which reduces the benefi- 
cial change but does not affect the fine showing during the past 


year. 


GENERAL 


Our test check of paid invoices and payrolls indicated they were 
proper charges and correctly recorded. 


Victory and Withholding Tax reductions were examined and 
appeared to be properly recorded. 
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The records of dog licenses issued by your Town Clerk showed 
collections in the sum of $114.20, which amount was paid to the 
State Treasurer. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external verifica- 
tion was made of your asset and liability accounts.

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RESIDENT OWNERS 

All inhabitants of the Town of Chelsea, Maine and Admini- 
strators, Executors, Trustees, etc., of all estates taxable in said

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REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Chelsea— 


Last year, you may recall, we were reminded of our great need 
for the best health obtainable for our future generations. Now we 
are faced with realities from this war. Huge rehabilitation pro- 
grairs must be maintained and we must strive to build physically 
strong and mentally and emotionally stable individuals to shoulder 
the responsibilities which are arising. The aim of every health 
organization is to promote that type of program most suited to the 
locality it serves. 


One of the most satisfactory means of promoting better health 
is by educating the public in methods of prevention and protection 
and in proper living habits. An effort has been made to obtain such 
a goal in your community through the following activities: 


Nineteen visits were made to the homes of expectant mothers, 
infants and pre-schools. General health habits were discussed and 
available protections against disease were urged. 


In the schools, the nurse endeavored to serve as an interpretet 
to the teacher regarding health problems. Audiometer tests were 
given in two schools to children beyond the third grade. In the 
event of any apparent defects, visits were made to the homes of 
school children to interpret need for medical, dental, and eye 
advice. 


Health problems often require special attention and follow up. 
We have at our disposal, pediatric, venereal disease, and crippled 
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children’s clinics which, upon request from the family physicians, 
patients may attend. 


The public health nurse appreciates the help, she has received 
from members of your community.

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FIRE PROTECTION and AGREEMENT REPORT 


The fire protection agreement between Augusta and Gardiner 
which was accepted March 14th, 1944, at our Town Meeting is 
as follows: 


Dwelling Fires: 


Any person may call the Augusta or Gardiner fire department 
for a dwelling fire. The person who calls must give their name to 
the fire department. The owner of the dwelling to pay one-half 
of the bill. 


Woods or grass fires: 


Any person may call the Augusta or Gardiner fire department 
for a woods or grass fire. The person making the call to pay one- 
half of the bill regardless of whether the fire is on their property 
or not. 


All fire bills must bear the name of the one who called the de- 
partment before the Town is responsible for the bill. 


The Town now has 14 Indian fire pumps, which are distributed 
over the Town. These pumps will handle chimney fires, grass fires 
~and woods fires. Everyone is urged to call for these pumps instead 
of the fire department for such fires. 


The fire departments were called but twice this year, one at the 
Gilbert residence and one at the Leo residence, both on the River 


Road.
